Buyer  Beware!

There  has  been  quite  a  lot  of  talk  and  questions  regarding  American 
Royal  Mint  (ARM)  for  some  time  now.  So,  as  a  result  of  all  the  hoopla, 
and  Bill  Haffher’s  recent  questions  regarding  ARM,  I  decided  to  write  an 
article  on  the  subject. 

I  was  first  introduced  to  ARM  bars  several  years  back  when  I  purchased 
an  Elvis  bar  (Dahlonega  Mint- 12)  while  at  a  coin  show.  When  1  returned 
home,  I  looked  up  my  newfound  bar  and  to  my  despair,  American  Royal 
Mint  was  not  listed  in  the  fifth  edition  guidebook;  first  clue.  1  also 
noticed  there  was  something  not  quite  right  about  the  color  of  the  bar; 
second  clue.  1  quickly  learned  about  ARM  bars. 


Reverses  of  all  ARM  bars  read  the  same:  The  American  Royal  Mint, 
limited  edition  proof  (to  the  left),  guaranteed  1 5  grains  .999  silver  (to  the 
right).  There’s  an  eagle  in  the  middle  of  the  reverse.  These  bars  are 
NOT  .999  fine  silver.  Don’t  let  anyone  fool  you.  They  contain  only  1 5 
grains  of  .999  silver,  ‘of  being  the  operative  word.  And  of  course,  that 
small  word  is  not  printed  on  any  ARM  bars. 

Just  last  week  I  visited  a  coin  shop  while  out  of  town  and  found  an  ARM 
bar,  with  a  MAD-1 13  obverse.  I  confronted  the  dealer,  Mark  Fail,  about 
the  silver  content  in  the  bar.  He  looked  a  little  more  closely  at  it  after  1 
pointed  out  the  information,  and  was  surprised  to  learn  that  the  bar  was 
indeed  NOT  .999  fine  silver,  but  rather  15  grains  OF  .999  silver. 
Interestingly  enough,  he  remembered  his  algebra  and  did  a  little  math. 

I’d  like  to  share  his  figures  with  you. 


Mark  used  the  silver  content  of  a  U  S.  silver  half-dollar  (.361  oz.  which 
equals  12.5  grains)  since  it  was  the  closest  silver  weight  he  could  find  in 
the  coin  book  he  had  handy. 

.361  oz.  =  12.5  grains  (since  12.5  grains  was  the  closest  to  15  grains) 
x  oz.  15.0  grains 

12. 5  x  =  .361  x  15  (grains  of  silver  in  ARM  bar)

44122,  also  offers  the  revolutionary  theme  as  well  as  a  flag  series. 

The  Hamilton  Mint,  40  E.  University  Dr.,  Arlington  Heights,  111. 

60004.  has  been  commissioned  by  the  Washington,  D.C.  Bicentennial 
Commission  to  strike  a  56-bar  set  of  “The  Signers  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence."  This  set  is  offered  on  subscription  in  1 -ounce  .999  fine 
for  $14.95  each,  and  24  kt.  gold  over  1 -ounce  silver  for  $19.95  each. 

The  Bar  Mint,  400  Park  St.,  Collinwood,  Term.,  38450  is  offering  a  13- 
bar  set  depicting  historical  men,  places  and  events,  giving  collectors  a 
choice  of  a  plain  reverse  or  a  reverse  showing  one  of  the  original  13 
colonies  on  individual  bars,  with  a  retail  price  of  $7.95  (plain  reverse) 
and  $8.45  for  the  colony  reverse. 

The  Columbia  Mint,  1709  New  York  Ave.,  N.W.,  Washington,  D.C. 
20006,  is  offering  a  50-bar  set  with  the  revolutionary  theme  for  $12  each 
in  .999  fine  silver  and  $15  each  for  24  kt.  gold  overlaid  on  .999  fine 
silver. 

Tom  Greathouse,  6199  S.W.  2nd  Ct.,  Plantation,  Fla.  33317,  is  offering 
a  limited  edition  12-bar  set  of  which  only  200  of  each  bar  are  struck  for 
$15.95  each.  The  first  one  is  “God  Bless  America.” 

The  Madison  Mint,  P.O.  Box  5756,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  19120,  has 
released  several  single  issues  of  quality  Bicentennial  bars  for  $8.25  each 
with  mintage  on  demand. 

The  most  popular  events  appear  to  be  “Winter  at  Valley  Forge,”  “The 
Shot  Heard  Around  the  World.”  “Washington  Crossing  the  Delaware,” 
and  “The  Ride  of  Paul  Revere.” 

For  the  large  or  small  collector  or  one  who  simply  wishes  a  memento 
of  the  Bicentennial  year,  the  silver  art  bar  is  artistically  appealing  and 
enduring  as  well  as  a  valuable  commodity. 
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Steve  was  a  builder,  contractor  and 
Hardware  store  owner  before  he 
Retired  He  got  his  start  in  silver 
Collecting  back  around  1970  when  he  saw 
An  ad  in  a  coin  paper  and  like  the  description. 
So  he  sent  for  it.  He  started  reading  ads  and 
Sent  for  more  and  more  silver  bars  Silver  bar 
Collecting  was  in  its  heyday  then  when  everybody 
Was  putting  them  out  There  were  many  different 


1  recently  conducted  a  phone  interview  wftiX 
Steve  Rood  -  An  Early  Silver  Pioneer.  Here 
is  what  I  found: 


For  those  of  you  old  timers  in  silver 
Collecting  Steve  Rood  is  a  familiar  name. 
Even  some  of  you  newcomers  recognize 
Steve’s  name  from  different  articles  and 
His  connection  to  our  an  bar  bible,  An 
Indexed  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars 
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mints  producing  bars,  and  quite  a  few  dealers  were  producing  their  own  also 
Steve  took  an  interest  in  these  different  production  facilities  early  in  his 
collecting  days/history.  He  started  looking  into  what  went  on  behind  the  scenes 
He  visited  many  of  the  true  mints  that  existed  then  Steve  also  crossed  paths 
with  another  well-known  numismatist  of  that  time,  John  Knox.  John  and  Steve 
exchanged  a  few  silver  art  bars  and  got  to  know  each  other  better.  John  was  one 
of  the  earlier  "big  wheels’  in  silver  bars,  and  encouraged  Steve  to  collect  more 
and  more. 

During  our  forty-eight  minute  phone  conversation,  Steve  mentioned 
some  of  the  early  members,  contacts,  and  influences  of  IASAC.  These  included 
Harvey  Chew,  Archie  Kidd,  Ed  Lantz,  Duane  Spellman,  Ken  Macomber,  Nancy 
Yee,  Bill  Cassin,  Charlie  Diehl,  Leon  Hendrickson,  Jerry  Scherer  and  Lucky 
Williams.  He  offered  some  personal  observations  about  how  much  work  Nancy 
does  for  the  club,  both  as  secretary-treasurer  and  as  key  organizer  of  club  events 
(This  author  knows  that  this  is  still  true  today  Thanks,  Nancy!)  As  Steve 
reminisced  he  told  me  how  he  knew  Duane  Spellman  as  a  dealer  How  very 
honest  Duane  was,  the  salt  of  the  earth  Duane  served  as  mint  director  of  the 
United  States  Silver  Corporation  Duane  and  Steve  often  traded  bars  with  one 
another.  Duane  liked  to  collect  #7  numbered  bars.  Steve  was  also  fond  of  the 
#7  and  struck  a  deal  with  Duane.  On  a  trip  to  California,  Duane  allowed  Steve 
to  go  through  his  personal  collection  and  pull  out  any  #7  he  found  When  Steve 
returned  home  he  sent  Duane  a  package  of  the  same  bars  w  ith  different  senal 
numbers  As  the  number  of  bars  in  Steve’s  collection  grew,  so  did  his  interest  in 
getting  all  of  the  information  he  had  gathered  from  the  different  mints  that  he 
had  visited  into  writing. 

It  took  three  to  four  years  and  countless  photocopies  from  his  trusty 
Canon  copier  to  put  the  book  together  Steve  was  a  contributing  editor  for  the  J 
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third  edition  and  senior  editor  for  the  fourth  and  fifth  editions  Of  course,  this 
wasn't  the  end  of  it  There  had  to  be  an  update  (the  1993  64-page  supplement). 
This  came  together  in  Baltimore  when  Archie  Kidd,  Harvey  Chew,  Nancy  Yee, 
Duane  Spellman  and  Steve  got  together.  Steve  offered  to  finance  this  adventure 
Duane  and  Harvey  thought  5000  copies  would  be  a  good  number  to  print. 
Unfortunately,  5000  copies  were  too  costly,  and  Steve  reduced  the  number 
printed  to  500  copies  Steve  had  over  $3500  invested  in  this  venture  and  was 
anxious  to  recoup  his  investment  Duane  and  Harvey  sold  as  many  as  they 
could,  but  eventually  they  lost  interest.  The  remainder  of  the  original  500  didn’t 
sell  out,  so  Nancy  became  the  main  seller/distributor,  with  profits  donated  to  the 
club  Steve  greatly  appreciated  Nancy’s  help  in  selling  the  books  and  her  help 
in  the  last  two  editions  of  the  guidebook. 

As  Steve  reflected  on  his  life  of  82  years,  he  told  me  about  his 
involvement  with  the  silver  guidebooks,  especially  editions  3  through  5.  Lung 
cancer  has  taken  its  physical  toll  on  Steve  now,  but  he  remembered  how  in  1989 
the  IAS  AC  club  was  fading.  He  received  a  call  from  Duane  asking  Steve  to 
serve  as  president  Steve  promptly  and  emphatically  replied  ‘NO  WAY!’ 
because  of  his  business  interests.  Steve  was  tired  of  deadbeats  stiffing  his 
company,  and  he  felt  he  was  stretched  too  far.  As  our  club  history  records, 
however,  Steve  did  become  president  at  that  time  Other  officers  and  trustees  of 
that  era  included  Bill  Cassin,  Harvey  Chew,  Charlie  Diehl  and  Archie  Kidd,  to 
name  a  few. 

Steve’s  business  included  seventy  employees  in  his  building  business. 

He  was  busy  matching  wits  with  insurance  companies  and  homeowners.  At  that 
time,  he  lived  on  Lake  St.  Clair  and  like  to  ice  boat,  but  he  LOVED  power 
boating  and  still  has  access  to  the  powerboat  he  sold  his  son-in-law. 

Leon  Hendrickson  of  SilverTowne  and  Jerry  Scherer,  its  sales 
representative,  were  extremely  instrumental  in  having  the  first  silver  art  bars 
made  in  England  and  sent  to  the  United  States.  SilverTowne  put  out  the  first 
authentic  enameled  bars  when  twenty  bars  were  sent  to  England  to  be  enameled 
Steve  didn’t  recall  if  the  book  listed  which  ones  had  been  enameled. 

When  I  asked  Steve  why  Franklin  Mint  sterling  pieces  or  999  silver 
rounds  hadn’t  been  included  in  the  book,  he  told  me  that  there  were  too  many 
sterling  silver  bars,  probably  over  7000  produced,  to  include  in  the  book.  Also, 
Franklin  Mint  at  that  time  was  producing  its  own  annual  book  of  Franklin  Mint 
products,  including  its  .999  silver/sterling  silver/bronze/other  collectibles.  Coke 
bars  in  sterling  were  included  because  the  price  of  silver  had  risen  so  drastically. 
Rounds  were  not  included  because  they  were  being  put  out  by  the  100’s  every 
week,  they  were  cheaper  to  make 

Steve  didn’t  think  he  could  do  bars  and  rounds  (because  of  the 
quantity)  (‘Ltoo  damn  many  of  then,  as  Steve  said"),  so  Lucky  Williams  offered 
to  author  a  book  of  silver  rounds  Lucky  felt  a  round  book  would  be  a  financial 
success  He  and  four  or  five  other  silver  round  enthusiasts  spent  three  to  four 
years  gathering  information  Unfortunately,  Lucky  was  murdered  and  the  others 
involved  in  the  project  gave  up  There  were  roughly  200  pages  completed  at 
that  time  in  Bill  Cassin's  possession  Duane  Spellman  scrapped  the  completion 
of  the  book  at  Steve’s  suggestion,  with  price  and  rarity  being  among  the 
drawbacks  (cont ) 
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Interview  with  Steve  Rood  (cont.) 

Our  hobby  of  collecting  silver  art  bars  and  rounds  owes  a  lot  to  Steve 
Rood  and  the  others  who  contributed  to  gathering,  organizing,  and  printing  the 
books  of  information  that  we  now  use  for  our  hobby  reference.  I’d  like  to  thank 
Steve  for  sharing  all  of  this  information  and  recollections  with  me.  Thanks, 
Steve!

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According  to  Mark’s  figures,  there  are  only  .43  ounces  of  silver  in  1 5 
grains.  Folks,  that  is  less  than  V*  ounce  of  silver  in  15  grains.  Sterling 
silver  bars  or  rounds  contain  .925  silver.  Franklin  Mint  Christmas  bars 
are  sterling  silver  and  usually  contain  500  grains  of  silver  per  bar  (one 
ounce)  and  some  are  1000  grains  of  silver  (two  ounces)  per  bar. 


I  decided  to  purchase  the  bar  since  1  seldom  come  across  ARM  bars.  Oh 
boy,  another  twist  in  art  bar  collecting!  Despite  the  very  low  silver 
content,  ARM  bars  just  may  be  the  start  to  an  unusual  form  in  collecting 
silver  art  bars  from  a  collectors’  standpoint,  and  that’ s  if  you  don’t  mind 
getting  ripped  off  because  of  the  low  silver  content!  1  thanked  Mark  for 
his  calculations  and  told  him  1  would  share  his  figures  with  our  members. 


Speaking  of  Christmas  bars,  ARM  produced  Christmas  ingots  in  a 
Precious  Memory  Series  in  1 98 1 .  A  Christmas  bar  was  inserted  on  a 
holiday  scene  card  which  read,  ‘May  your  holiday  memories  be  like 
silver  -  Sparkling  and  Precious.  Happy  Holidays  -  An  American  Royal 
Mint  Greeting  -  The  Christmas  Tree  Hunt  -  Love  Always.’  It  seems 
their  Christmas  ingot  came  in  two  sizes,  one  weighing  l  .4  oz  and  another 
weighing  2.2  oz.  I’m  sure  they’re  facsimiles  of  Franklin  Mint  Christmas 
ingots. 

American  Royal  Mint  used  various  obverses  on  their  bars.  1  read  about 
Ann  issuing  the  1977  Gnzzly  as  an  obverse  (USSC-53).  I’ve  seen  a 
Stone  Mountain  Memorial  obverse  (HAM- 17)  and  a  Paul  Bear  Bryant 
(MAD-257)  obverse  as  well. 

Bill  Haffher  gave  the  address  where  he  purchased  his  Arm  bars.  He 
ordered  them  from  Chattanooga  Coin,  The  New  Quarter  Company,  P.O. 
Box  80158,  Chattanooga  TN  37414.  Bill  said  when  he  received  his 
ARM  bars,  on  the  box  it  read:  CC  &  S,  100  Bailey  Ave.,  Rossville, 
Georgia  3074 1 .  Bill  thinks  it’s  the  warehouse  of  ARM  bars. 


How  many  various  obverses  used  by  American  Royal 
mintages  are  unknown  at  this  time.

West;  nothing  to  the  North,  nothing  to  the  South,"  chose  Christopher 
Columbus,  as  the  course  of  a  courageous  seaman  whose  voyage  through 
uncharted  waters  and  the  discovery  of  a  new  continent  would  change  the 
world.

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Who  Were  the  Hunt  Brothers?

’  Ya  know  when  I  want  to  find  out  something,  i  can  and  usually  do,  for 
that  matter,  as  1  can  be  very  persistent.  Take  for  instance  the  Hunt 
brothers.  Who  in  the  world  were  the  Hunt  brothers?  I  must  say  I  had  no 
knowledge  of  the  name  until  I  started  collecting  silver  art  bars.  And  to 
think,  by  collecting  them.  I’ve  learned  and  am  still  learning  quite  a  bit  of 
interesting  information  and  even  sharing  newfound  knowledge  with 
fellow  members. 


1  all  started  with  H.  L.  Hunt,  a  famous  Dallas  oilman,  and  father  of 
Bunker  and  Herbert  Hunt.  H.  L.  Hunt  was  one  of  the  richest  men  in  the 
world  due  to  leases  purchased  in  1 930  on  five  thousand  acres,  turning  out 
to  be  part  of  the  largest  oil  field  in  the  world  at  that  time.  Would  you 
believe  he  made  SI  00  million  dollars  in  the  middle  of  the  Great 
Depression? 


Nelson  Bunker  Hunt  and  William  Herbert  Hunt,  the  famous  Hunt 
brothers,  are  two  of  fourteen  children  of  H.  L.  Hunt’s  first  marriage  to 
Lyda  Bunker  in  1914.  They  began  their  endeavors  in  the  oil  business 
with  their  father  in  the  1940’s.  Does  the  name  Hunt  Oil  sound  familiar? 
Bunker  did  well  as  he  acquired  rights  to  an  oil  field  in  Libya  in  1961  that 
turned  out  to  be  most  of  that  country's  oil,  with  a  value  of  $16  billion. 
The  two  brothers  were  in  business  together. 

By  the  time  the  1970's  rolled  around,  the  Hunt  brothers  gradually 
accumulated  large  amounts  of  silver,  and  by  1979  they  had  nearly 
cornered  the  global  marked.  What  does  ‘cornering  the  market,’  mean? 
Buying  so  much  of  a  commodity  or  share  that  a  degree  of  control  over  its 
price  is  achieved.  They  formed  a  silver  pool  and  in  a  short  period  of  time 
had  amassed  over  200  million  ounces  of  silver,  equivalent  to  half  the 
world’s  deliverable  supply. 

When  the  Hunts  began  purchasing  silver  in  1973,  the  price  was  in  the 
range  of  SI. 95  per  ounce.  Early  in  1979,  the  price  was  about  S5.  By  late 
1979/early  1980,  the  priced  peaked  at  S50  per  oimce. 


After  peaking  in  January,  1980  the  price  of  silver  began  to  plummet. 
And  of  course,  the  brothers  incurred  huge  amounts  of  losses  but  covered 
them  by  mortgaging  their  oil  properties.  As  you  know,  the  price  of  oil 
crashed  in  the  1980’s,  and  the  brothers  look  an  estimated  loss  of  $5 
billion  dollars,  declaring  a  corporate  bankruptcy  in  1986,  and  personal 
bankruptcy  in  1988.  Lawsuits  followed.  Suits  were  filed  against 
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members  of  the  Hunt  family,  fliey  paid  exorbitant  legal  fees  and  some 
SI 60  million  to  the  IRS.  The  Hunt  brothers  were  found  guilty  of 
conspiring  to  manipulate  the  price  of  silver,  for  which  they  paid  a  fine. 

Where  are  the  Hunt  brothers  today  and  what  are  they  doing? 

Herbert  is  now  73,  and  still  in  the  gas  and  oil  business.  Bunker,  now 
78.  is  a  regular  at  the  Lone  Star  Park,  buying  and  selling  racehorses. 

They  are  both  still  nch.  How  and  why?  Their  financial-planning 
father  H.  L.  Hunt  set  up  personal  trusts  in  1936,  which  were  untouched 
by  litigation.  In  1995,  Bunker’s  personal  trust  was  worth  $175  million. 
Herbert’s  is  close  to  the  same  amount.  The  two  trusts  hold  the  oil 
companies  the  brothers  now  run.

DID  YOU  KNOW? 

The  Hunt  brothers  drove  the  price  of  an  ounce  of  silver  from  $11  to  $50 
over  a  four-month  span. 

H.  L.  Hunt  was  also  noted  as  having  one  of  the  most  scandalous  familial 
relationships  in  American  history  as  he  had  three  families,  and  two  of 
them  were  secret,  at  least  for  a  while.  He  even  had  a  third  secret  family 
at  a  later  tune. 

During  the  1970’s  silver  rose  in  price  along  with  gold,  platinum  and  oil, 
inflating  the  U.  S.  interest  rates.  It  rose  2500%  by  1980  (i.e.  from  about 
$2  to  $52/ounce.
